The ext of the report follows: 
•‘C harg id by your honorable body 
with an invesiigntion to discover the 
underlying csuscs of dissatisfaction in 
the industrial situation, we herewith 
present the following findings and con­ 
clusions. and we urge for them the 
most earnest consideration, not only 
by the congress, hut by the people of 
the nation, to the end th a t evils which 
threaten to defeat American ideals and 
to destroy the well-being of the nation 
may be generally recognized and e f­ 
fectively attacked. 
“WW find the basic cause of ind us­ 
trial (iisratisfaction to be low wages, 
or, stated in another way, the fact 
th at the w orkers 
of 
the 
nations, 
through compulsory 
and 
oppressive ^ 
methods, legal and illegal, are denied ; 
the full product of their toil. 
"W e furth er find th at unrest among 
the workers in industry has grown to 
proportions thnt already menace the 
social good will and the peace of the 
nation. 
Citizens numbering millions 
sm art under a sense of Injustice and 
I oppression, bom of the conviction th at 
; th* opop rtunity is dnicd them to ac­ 
quire for themselves and their families 
that 
degree of economic well-being 
I necessary for the enjoyment of those 
I material 
and 
spiritual 
satisfactions 
which alone make life w orth living. 
Resent Arbitrary Power. 
‘‘Bitterness, bred of unfilled need for 
sufficient food, clothing and shelter 
for themselves and their 
wives and 
children. has been further nourished in 
the hearts of those millions by resen t­ 
m ent against the arbitra ry power than 
enables the employe under our Impor­ 
tant industrial si stem to control not 
onlv the 
w orkm an’s opportunity 
to 
earn his bread, but ofttimes through 
tho exercise of this power, to dictate 
his social, political and moral environ­ 
ment. 
By thw arting the hum an p a s­ 
sion for liberty and the solicitude of 
the husband and father for his son, 
modern industry has kindled a spirit 
in these dissatisfied millions that lies 
deeper and springs from nobler im ­ 
pulses than physical need and hum an 
selfishness.

“The extent and depth of industrial 
unrest can hardly 
be 
exaggerated- 
S tate and national conventions of la ­ 
bor organizations, num bering 
many 
thousand* of members, have cheered 
the names of leaders imprisoned for 
participation in a campaign of vio­ 
lence conducted as one phas.* of a con­ 
flict with organized employer*. 
T hirty 
thousand workers in a single .strike 
have followed the leadership of men 
who denounced governm ent nod called 
for relentless w arfare on organized so­ 
ciety. 
Employers from coast to coast 
have created 
and 
m aintained 
small 
private armies of armpd men and have 
used these forces to intimidate and 
suppress their striking employe* by 
deporting, imprisoning, assaulting and 
killing their leaders 
Elaborate spy 
system* are maintained to discover and 
for* stall the movements of the enemy. 
The use of state troops in policing 
rtrikes has bred a hitter hostility to 
the militia system among members of 
labor organization* and state*! have 
been unable to enlist wage earners for 
this second line of the nation's defense, 
Court*, 
legislature* 
and 
governors 
have been rightfully accused of se rv ­ 
ing employers to the defeat of justice, 
and. while counter-charges come from 
employer* and their agents, with a l­ 
most negligible exceptions, It I* the 
wage earners who believe, assert, and 
prove that the very institutions of their 
country have been perverted by the 
power of the employer. 
Prison rec­ 
ords for labor leaders have become 
badges of honor In the eyes of m any 
of their people, and greet mass m eet­ 
ings throughout the nation cheer d e­ 
nunciations of courts and court d e ­ 
cisions. 
“To the support of the m ilitant and 
! aggressive propaganda of 
organised 
j labor has come, within recent years, 
1 a small hut rapidly Increasing host 


\ of ministers of the gospel, college pro- 
feesors, writers, journalists and oth- 
I ers of the professional class, 
distin ­ 
guished in many instances by excep­ 
tional talent which they devote to a g i­ 
tation, with no hope of m aterial re ­ 
ward. and a devotion that can be e x ­ 
plained only in the light of the fervid 
religious spirit which anim ates this o r­ 
ganized indus’rlal unrest. 
“We find the unrest here described 
to be but the latest m anifestation of 
the age-long struggle of the race for 
freedom of opportunity for every in di­ 
vidual to live his life to its highest 
ends As the nobles of England w rung 
their independence from King John, 
and as the tradesm en of France broke 
through the ring of privilege enclos­ 
ing the three estates, so today the 
millions who serve society in arduous 


labor on the highway*, and aloft on 
scaffoldings, and by the side# of w hir­ 
ring machines, are dem anding that 
they, too, and their children, shall en ­ 
joy all of the blessings th a t Justify 
and make beautiful this life. 
Cheng#* Augment Unrest. 
"T he unrest of the wage earner* has 
been augm ented by recent changes and 
development* In industry 
Chief of 
these are the tapid and universal In- 1 
troduction nm! extension of machinery 
of production, 
By 
which 
unskilled 
workers may bs substituted for the 
skilled, and an equally rapid evelop- 
m ent means of 
comm unication 
and 
transportation by which capital has 
been enabled to organize into great 
corporations possessing g reat economic 
power. 
Thla tendency tow ard huge 
corporations an d large factories has 
been furthered by the necessity of 
employing large sum s of capital In o r­ 
der to purchase and Install expensive 
m achinery th# use of which is prac­ 
ticable only when 
production Is con­ 
ducted on a large scale. 
W ork form ­ 
erly dons a t home or In small neigh­ 
borhood shops, has been transferred to 
great factories w here th e Individual 
w orker becomes an impereonal element 
under the control of Impersonal cor­ 
porations w ithout voice In determining 
the conditione under which he work* 
and largely w ithout Interest In the su c­ 
cess of the enterprise or the disposal 
of the prqduct. 
W omen In Increas­ 
ing num bers nave followed their work 
from the homo to the factory, and 
even children have been enlisted. 
"Now, more th an ever, the profits 
of great Industries u nder centralized 
control pour Into the coffers of stock­ 
holders and directors who never have 
so much as visited the plants, and who 
perform no service tn return. 
And 
while vast inherited fortunes, rep re­ 
senting zero in social service to the 
credit of their possessors, a u to m ati­ 
cally treble and multiply In volume, 
tw o-third* of those who toll from 8 
to 12 hours .» day receive less than 
enough to support 
them selves 
and 
their families in decency and comfort 
From the cradle to the grave they 
dwell in the shadow of a fear that their 
only 
resouroes—their 
opportunity to 
t iii —shall be taken aw ay from them 
Through rvroident, illness, the caprice 
of a foreman, or the fortunes of the 
industry. 
The life of their babies are 
snuffed out bv bad air in cheap lodg­ 
ings and the lack of nourishm ent and 
care which they cannot buy. 
F athers 
and husbands die or are maimed in a c ­ 
cidents and their families receive a 
pittance, or succum b in mid-life and 
they receive nothing. 
“And when these unfortunates seek, 
by the only m eans within reach, to b e t­ 
ter their lot by organising to lift th e m ­ 
selves from helplessness to some m eas­ 
ure of collective power, w tlh which 
to wring living w ages from their e m ­ 
ployers, they find too often arrayed 
against them not only the massed pow ­ 
er of capital, but every arm of tho 
governm ent that wa* created to e n ­ 
force guarantees of equality and Ju s­ 
tice. 
We find that m any entire com ­ 
m unities exist under the arbitrary eco­ 
nomic control of corporation officials 
charged with the m anagem ent of an 
industry or group of industries and 
we find in such comm unities political 
freedom do not exist. 
Give to Hie 
employer power to discharge without 
cause to grant or withhold to th o u ­ 
sands the opportunity to earn bread 
and the liberties of such a community 
lie in the hollow of the employer s 
hand. 
Free speech, free assembly and 
a free press vnay be denied, as they 
have been denied tim e and again, and 
the employer’s agents may be placed 
in public office to do his bidding. 
“In larger comm unities where es­ 
pionage becomes impossible the wage 
earner who is unsupported by a col­ 
lective organization m ay enjoy free_ 
dom of expression outside the w ork­ 
shop, but there his freedom ends. And 
it is a freedom more apparent than 
real. 
For the house lie lives in, the 
food he eats, the clothing he wears, 
the environment of his wife and chil­ 
dren and hts own health and safety, 
are in 
the hands of the employer, 
through the arb itrary power which he 
exercises in 
fixing his wages 
and 
working conditions. 
“The social responsibility for these 
unfortunate conditions m ay he fixed 
w'ith reasonable certainty. 
The r e ­ 
sponsibility and such blame as a t ­ 
taches thereto cannot be held to rest 
upon employers, since. In the m ain ­ 
tenance of the evils of low wages, 
long hours and 
had 
factory 
condi. 
tlons, and in their a tte m p ts to gain 
control of economic and political a d ­ 
vantages which would prom ote their 
interests they have merely followed 
the natural bent of men involved in 
the struggle of competitive industry. 
T he responsibility for the conditions 
which have been described above, we 
declare, rests principally 
upon 
the 
workers who, blind to their collective 
strength and oftentim es deaf to the 
cries of their followers, have suffered 
exploitation and the invasion of their 
m ost sacred rights without resistance. 
A 
large m easure 
of 
responsibility 
must, however, attach to the 
great 
m ass of citizens who, not directly in­ 
volved in the struggle with capital 
and labor, have failed to realize that 
their own prosperity was dependent 
upon the welfare of all the classes of 
the com m unity and th at their rights 
were hound up w ith the rights of 
every other individual. 
But. 
until 
the workers them selves raelize their 
responsibility and utilize their 
full 
collective power, no action, w hether 
governm ent or altruistic, can 
work

Peace Comm ittee and Members of 
the Texas Federation of W omen’s 
Clubs: 
Greetings—I wish I knew how to 
writ*' you. 
But, in view of the crisis 
that faces the world, my tongue and 
my pen are almost paralyzed. 
While 
w e would rejoice and he exceedingly 
glad if we knew there were a possi­ 
bility for a w o rld s peace, hut, when 
we consider the past year’* experience, 
and the fate of the neutral country 
that lay in the parti) of war, right now 
I can only say: 
•a mr country! 
In her intercourse 
with foreign nation*, may she always 
i.,- in the right; but- -our country, right 
or w ro n g "’ 
My work for peace has been educa­ 
tional -not for disarm am ent, Hut for 
an education that will bring strength 
through international federation. 
In the fall of 1913, at our Corpus 
Christi convention, we sent a petition 
to President Wilson, asking that he 
m ake proposals to all the nations of 
the world to enter into a discussion 
as to how such a federation could be 
made effective. 
At our board meeting in Austin last 
F ebruary I stated In may report: 
‘With the growth of civilization it 
is necessary for nations to establish 
rules of law for the protection of all 
nations. 
We have gradually evolved 
modern civilization's laws, ethics and 
morals for the protection of individuals 
and communities. 
Now Is a broader 
work ab -ad 
the federation of nations, 
which 
we 
hope will constitute the 
foundation upon which we ran hope 
to do away with the horros of war. 
"At our Corpus Christi convention 
we sent a petition to President Wilson 
in which we urged th at our United 
States m ake a proposal for a federa­ 
tion 
of nations 
som ewhat like our 
federation of the states. 
I 
recom­ 
mended that we again send this p e ­ 
tition to President Wilson, voiced by 
the sentim ent of over 15,000 -women 
of the Texas Federation of W omen’s 
clubs, and that we call upon ail the 
new spapers throughout the country to 
give these resolutions publicity; that 
all the world may know that the Te\-as 
m others w ant to help bring about a 
world of peace. 
“Be It Resolved: 
"I. 
That we earnestly petition o u r' 
national government to 
enc r 
into 
treaties with all the nations of the 
earth who "ill reciprocate with us, 
and who will jointly agree with one 
another and us not to increase the 
strength of their present arm ies and 
navies, nor spend more money on their j 
upkeep than is necessary to m aintain 
their

understanding for the agreem ent for [ 
the eventual disarm am ent of all in ­ 
dividual nations party to this cove­ 
nant. allowing these nations to have 
a home guard or a national guard sui- 
flcient to protect their people from
